Flu shots: Should you get one?

it? Many Clarke students are 
debating whether to get flu 
shots this fall. Clarke is trying to 
prevent the easy spread of influenza 
by offering flu shots through the 
Finley Business Hospital. 
Influenza is a respiratory infec- 
tion caused by viruses. When 
people get the flu, they may expe- 
rience fever, chills, headache, dry 
cough or muscle aches. Complica- 
tions with influenza can also lead 


I: the prick of the needle worth 


to pneumonia or death in some 
people. 

“Influenza is largely prevent- 
able with the vaccine, and a ma- 
jor type of pneumonia is also con- 
trolled by the vaccine,” says Beth 
Steffensen, Director of Health 
Promotion, American Lung As- 
sociation. 

“An injection of the flu vac- 
cine will not give you the flu,” 
states Jeannie Beckman. Clarke 
director of health services. The 
vaccine is made from killed vi- 
ruses.” 

Although the vaccine can be 
extremely beneficial, there are 
possible side effects. These are 


generally mild in adults and oc- 
cur at low frequencies. They may 
consist of tenderness at the injec- 
tion site, fever, chills, headaches 
or muscular aches and may last 
up to 48 hours. : 

“| strongly urge students over 
18 to get this vaccine. There were 
two weeks last year. between 
Thanksgiving and Christmas 
break, where we saw as many in- 
fluenza cases as we usually see 
in a month,” says Beckman. 

Flu shots will be offered on 
Wednesday, Oct. 29, and Thurs- 
day, Nov. 6, between 11 a.m. and
